“Bib" (Vivian) Cline are succeeding in 
two major efforts in the Rod Angus 
businoss: to produce taller, longer, 
bigger boned modern" cattle; ana to 
popularize the breed in their area. . 

^Fortunately, whoa we went Into 
the Red Angus businoss we were able 
to find and buy some of the taller, 
longer females available at that time, 
and a Cres ton bull out of the R. C. 

Buckner herd at Jacksonville that 
added more height and length to his 
calves," CUne said. 

Later he introduced Larkabelang 
and Stonnalong lines, crosses of 
which sra working very well for him 
as well as other breeders who are 
using tho cross, In producing “mod¬ 
ern" cattle. 

“I haven't reached the final result I 
want yot, but I've come a long way," 

Clino says. 

His other goal; popularizing Red 
Angus in his ares has worked with 
similar success, but has beon a more 
difficult task, because he's dealing 
with people whose fdeas about cattle 
are hard to change. 

Cline, a native of the Floydada- 
Crosbyton area of West Texas where 
he grew up on a large horned 
Hereford rsnch that had about 1500 
cowft bought a ranch at Cedar HilL 
south of Dallas fa 1839, end went Into 
tno horned Hereford business, but 
found that screwworms after dehorn¬ 
ing was a major problem. Another 
problem he encountered was sore 
.eyas, a maladif that at that time called 
for condemnation of the entire animal.
